If the surrender 
did take place, the absence of any in- 
formation from either Minister Egan 
or Admiral Brown on the subject is 
believed to be due to the interruption 
of telegraphic communication. The 
Chilean Minister is also without any 
information relative to the surrender, 
other than that contained in the dis- 
patch received by him yesterday. 
Friends of the Balmaceda government 
in this city, commenting on the de- 
nials from Iquique of the reported 
surrender of the insurgent army, say 
the insurgents at that place cannot get 
any telegraphic information from Val- 
paraiso, as both the cable along the 
coast and the telegraphic line from 
Valparaiso to Huasco are in posses- 
sion of the government. This fact, 
they insist, shows the denials from 
Iquique are without foundation. The 
Chilean Congressional envoys are also 
without any information to-day regard- 
ing the reported surrender.

Sr. Pererssvure, Aug. 28.—Details 
of rioting at Vitebsk, the capital of the 
government of that name, say it was 
occasioned by the people’s protest 
against the exportation of rye and 
shows a disturbance of a serious na- 
ture. The Governor reports there is 
evidence that a general revolt of the 
peasantry was planned. Peasants at- 
tacked the railroad officials, claiming 
no more rye should leave Vitebsk, 
and severely beating the Jewish grain 
dealers, who are blamed for the whole 
trouble. The peasantry also plun- 
dered the residences of these grain 
dealers and finally combined in attack 
upon the railroad station. The rail- 
road officials sent for the assistance of 
the military and the latter tried to 
dislodge the rioters from their posi- 
tions in and about the station. The 
rioters resisted stubbornly and their 
supporters outside the railroad station 
made a fierce attack upon the soldiers, 
severely injuring many of them. 

Finally the officerin command of 
the troops, after repeatedly threaten- 
ing the crowds, gave the order to fire 
upon the rioters. The soldiers then
